GANS AND GENERAL LINE 


WEEKLY REVIEW. 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. Conditions 
and Changes. Outlook. 


Two Philadelphia papers, under date of August 21st, 
announced that the South Jersey factories had begun canning 
tomatoes. In one paper the announcement concluded by say- 
ing, ‘‘the crop of which promises to be unusually large.’’ The 
other paper. concluded, ‘‘but from indications there is only 
about a two-thirds crop, and the factories will not be run — 
heavily.’’ 


These two reports just about explain matters in the canned 
tomato market. The packers and all those interested in the 
selling end of the game are firm in the belief that the pack will 
be a small one, and that the crops are not as large as they should 
be. On the other hand buyers are very anxious to, and appar- 
ently do, believe that the crops will be heavy enough and that 
the season’s pack will be sufficient to meet all damands. Who 
the best guesser is will be determined, definitely, about Sep- 
tember 30th. 


So far as the reports coming to this office are considered, 
they would seem to indicate that the buyers are making a mis- 
take in holding off. There are more reasons than one for this 
assertion, and among the best is the fact that every canner in — 
the country is making an effort to put up first quality goods, in 
every respect. We don’t mean to say there will be no seconds 
packed, but the seconds that are packed this season will be of a 
good fill, and of tomatoes. If there has ever been any water 
used in tomatoes, we leave this to you, it is ten chances to one 
that there will be none used in this year’s pack. 

Now the kind of tomatoes that will be packed this season 
will have a double effect upon the market: they will increase 
the demand because the housewife will be better satisfied with 
her purchases, And the cost of packing will be slightly more. 
and the canner will have to get a little higher price for his 
goods. We think these are two good reasons why canned to- 
matoes at their present prices are a good buy, and there is hard- 
ly any liklihood of the price dropping, while there is every in- 
dication of an advance. 


8 | THE TRADE. 


In canned corn the situation is about the same as it has 
been for the past few weeks, except possibly that it is a little 
bit firmer. One packer wrote us during the week that the corn 
that had been received at the factory so far this season was not 
showing up as well as had been expected, and it was so tender 
and the grains so small that it took a great many more ears 
than usual, to fill the cans. In the face of the short crop it 
was urgently hoped that the ears would be well filled out. The 
present condition is, no doubt, only temporary and the corn re- 
ceived from now on will be better filled out and go much farther. 
The same packer advised that rain was needed badly and if it 
did not arrive the crop would be still further curtailed. At this 
writing there is a nice rain falling; a good, soaking rain, but it 
looks very much as if it will not last, and neither does it look as 
if it is very general. It is nore like a local condition. 

The situation in canned peas is a peculiar one. There is 
practically no change from last week except that some few buy- 
ers have been convinced that the pack of first quality peas was 
exceptionally small and that the entire pack has not been large 
enough to meet the demands. Every week adds a few converts 
in this respect and while the movement this week was not really a 


decided one it was strong enough to warrant the belief that a— 


‘“‘rush’’ will be made for canned peas before the middle of Sep- 
tember. Reports of the pea pack practically forecast this con- 
dition, and the gradual strengthening of the market would seem 
to be a confirmation. 

Canned peaches have held the interest of sellers and buyers 
for more than two weeks now but this interest shows no signs of 
abating at this writing. The prices have declined slightly each 
week but packers still continue to offer the goods and buyers 
are every bit as anxious to take what is offered. There has been 
an impression among the trade that the crop of peaches was a 
very good one, both in respect to quality and quantity, and we 
are of that opinion ourselves, but a local broker who is in a 
,position to be well posted, and whose word need not be ques- 
tioned, advises that the crop of peathes this season will not be 


large enough to cause a glut. He expects enough to go around, 
but points to the fact that Maryland and Delaware peach orch- 


ards have not yet fully recovered from the serious damage of a 
few years ago, and says these two States have considerable in- 
fluence upon the peach market. Canned peaches at the present 
prices are considered a good buy. 

Some heavy trading in canned apples is reported. A repre- 
sentative of THE TRADE, in conversa:ion with a party connected 
with one of the big can factories located in New York State, 
was advised that the factory was turning out large quantities of 
No. 1o cans for apples. This goes to show that some No. 10 
apples (we are taking ‘‘Wrangler's’’ advice of not calling them 
gallons) will be packed this season, but we have also heard re- 
ports to the effect that the demand for these goods is heavy. 
We heard one broker inquiring for the goods and he said he 
could not supply the demand this season. Quotations on No. ros 
have advanced slightly. 

Sweet potatoes and spinach have shared in the demand. 
Sweet potatoes, No. 10's, dry packed, are quoted at $2.25 and 
No. 3s of the same quality at 7oc.; No. 3 sanitary tins, extra 
dry packed; are quoted at 77%c. No. 2 spinach is quoted at 
7oc., No. 3, 85c., and No. 10 at $3.00. Both of these articles 
have had a good demand, and it seems to be increasing steadily. 
The work done by the Publicity Bureau of the National Can- 
ners’ Association has started the retailers doing a little adver- 
tising, and some articles that have not been so well known by 
the consumer have been pushed forward and introduced into 
new channels. 

The strike of the Amalgamated Association has been called 
off, against the American Sheet & Tin Plate Co., and it is 
believed this will relieve the market on spot plates, which have 
been bringing a premium. There is no change to note in the 
prices of cans. 


New Orleans, La.—The Langhoff Bros. will operate a plant 
for the canning of molasses, in this city, and the firm has been 
incorporated and capitalized at $50,000. 


W. K. Leatherbury, of Salisbury, Md., has completed his 
new cannery and is now on the lookout for tomatoes. The 
factory is a model one for sanitary arrangement of drains, etc.

Canned Salmon.—The prices on canned salmon for the 
season were announced today as follows:

Cohoe (Puget Sound), Flat, No. 1 .................. 1.40 


There is no time between the announcement of these prices 
and the mailing of this letter for me to think over the subject, 
and desiring to d> justice to all interested, I prefer to reserve my 
comments until next week, 


American Sardines.—News comes from the East today of 
a strong advance in prices, based on Drawn Tins Keyless 14 oil 
at $3.00 at cannery, which is a jump up of 25c. a can, and it is 
said that prices will go even higher. Supplies here are very 
small and everybody is fighting to get deliveries, but packers 
cannot deliver something which they have not. 

For some reason the big 34 mustard sardine has no friends 
and stands waiting for buyers; and yet it is far more palatable 
and relishable than the oil grades. 

It is said that manufacturers used a very cheap mustard and 
poor sauce on that style for several seasons and thereby killed 
the trade.

Canned Corn.—No excitement this week, except on the 
part of a few brokers who woke up when THE TRADE of last 
week arrived, and found that some big lots of canned corn had 
been placed in Chicago while they dozed, which is the truth. 

Canned Tomatoes.—I was offered a lot of Indiana 3s today 
of irregular weight and fill at 7oc. Chicago. They were also a 
little rusty and a littie light in color. Whether there was any- 
thing further the matter with them I did not inquire, as my in- 
terest subsided. The market is in about the same situation as 
last week and but little doing. 


Canned Peas.—The waters of trouble are still bubbling 
and boiling and will be for sometime. Jobbers are trying to get 
quality and packers hav’nt got it and ‘‘there you are.’’ 

Good Thing.—That recipe book on canned gcods with a 
history of the industry, etc., which the National Canners’ Asso- 
ciation is getting out, is one of the most practical and sensible 
publicity propositions yet suggested. 

It is good—excellent—and every canner should help push 
it along by putting copies in cases or getting the retailer to dis- 
tribute them. 

Business Good.—All wholesale grocers state that business 
is unusually good, and that August sales are ahead of those of 
any August for many years. The movement of the grain crop 
is said to be heavy, and prices are gvod for everything in food 
products which makes farmers flush, and people who live in the 
cities must pay the high pri es for food, and it takes all they 
can make to do it and keep their money moving. 

Groceries, including canned goods, are not high, but all 
fresh vegetables, fruits, meats and farm products are very high. 

Hot, Wet Weather.—The 57 varieties of weather we have 
been having this Spring and Summer have again changed and 
we are now having plenty of hot, wet growing weather which is 
timely for corn and tomatoes but too late for other things that 
have ‘‘gone before.’’ 

Salmon Prices.—The prices on salmon will be wired to 
THE TRADE. The opinion of dealers will be sent by mail next 
week. The guesses today, August 23rd, are as follows: 


Sockeye, $1.65 
Red Alaska, No.1: 1.35 
Med. Red Alaska, No.1 5 1.15 


By comparison with THE TRADE’s announced opening prices 
which I will wire tomorrow it will be seen whether Chicago fel- 
lows are good guessers, or not. 

Canned Apples.—Some fancy Virginia packed apples in 
No. 10 caus sold today delivered in Chicago, 1910 pack, at 
$2.75, wnich is about as nigh as they should be when the re- 
ports in THE TRADE as to the crop, printed last week, are con- 
sidered. The crop reports seem to predict a good normal yield 
the country over. 

American Sardines.—Everybody is an aviator on this 
subject just now; which is to say that all are ‘‘up in the air.’’ 
The packers themselves do not know ‘‘where they are at.’’ No 
fish, no sardines, higher prices, nothing doing, is the slogan.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


Reported by Special Correspondent. Market Conditions. 
Changes and Outlook. 


New York, August 24, 1910 

Market Unchanged.—Not very much change has occurred 
since last reports. Most dealers remain firm in their views on 
prices, refusing in most instances to make concessions, unless it 
results in the sale of considerable quantities. The situation is, 
according to experts, rather better, however, in that stocks are 
gradually declining, and this must eventually lead to advanced 
prices, provided there is nothing to hinder the improvement in 
the near future. Up tothe time this was written dealers were 
expecting opening prices on Alaska salmon, and until that is 
done very little movement in any sort of fish will be possible. 
In other lines interest seems to be confined to the actual require- 
ments of dealers, and in rare instances a buyer who comes ready 
to place orders for important quantities for future distribution. 
The latter is so scarce, however, that he is looked upon as of 
more than usual interest and receives a good deal of attention. 

Peas.—Cheap grades seem to be wanted in all quarters, 
and there isa firmer general tone all along the line. State 
standards are held at Soc. to 82%c. delivered. Southern early 
Junes are quoted at 7oc. for seconds and 80c. for standards 
f.o.b. factory. A lit le business has been done in extra stand- 
ards at 87%c. All fine grades are firmer with a rising ten- 
dency. The pack is said to be at least 1,000,000 cases short of 
last year’s output and consumption, The conditions are quite 
likely to prove even more acute than they are now in the near 
future. 

Tomatoes.—The market is still dull and somewhat easy in 
tone, with buyers showing interest only in relatively small lots. 


Jobbers appear to be satisfied to buy their stocks about as they 
want them, without much reference to the future. Full stand- 
ard 3s are held at 65c. to 67%c. f o.b. factory, with occasional 
holders asking up to 7oc., though the latter figure virtually puts 
them out of the market. Futures are quoted at 67%c. for full 
standards. No. ros are offered less freely at $2.00 to $2.10 
f.o.b. factory. New Jersey 3s are moving out under a fair de- 
mand at 82¥%c. No tos are neglected and are held at $2.30. 

Asparagus.—Not much interest has developed lately, but 
the stocks on hand are held within the range quoted. Buyers 
are chary about placing orders and few holders are urging sales. 

Spinach.—The market attracts moderate attention, with 
No. 10s quoted at $3.00 f.0.b. factory. Other sizes are of little 
significance in the market at present. 


Apples.—State No. ros are held firmly, but only a jobbing 
interest is reported. Spot stocks seems to be a bit firmer, and 
the tendency in fancy grades is toward a higher level. The 
packs from other States are indifferently noted by buyers. 


Peaches.—A somewhat easier tone has developed in south- 
ern pack and seconds are offered at 65c. f.o.b. factory for yel- 
lows. No. 3s, all white, are held at 82c. to 82%c. f.o.b. fac- 
tory. Standard 2s are offered more freely at 82%c. for white 
and 85c. for yellow f.o.b. factory. A fair business has been 
done in No. to pies at $2.10 to $2.15. Movement is not active 
in grade or size. California varieties are unchanged, but most 
holders are firm in their views and refuse to consider conces- 
sions, even in instances where considerable sales would result. 

Apricots.—The market shows advancing tendencies, 
though so far no actual increase in values has been recorded. 
The situation has developed nothing else that was new. 

Small Fruits.—No features of interest have developed 
within a day or so and trade is limited to actual requirements 
for present necessities.

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Sardines.—Reports from Eastport are to the effect that 
the run shows a little improvement and packers are getting bet- 
ter results. They are still said to be considerably behind in 
their orders, however, and few are quoting for prompt ship- 
ment. It is estimated that the total pack thus far has been 
500,000 to 600,000 cases. Quotations are nominal and are the 
basis of negotiations between sellers and buyers.

It is general 
ly considered that anything below $1.40 for red will be accepted 
by jobbers a fair value and no complaint will be made. It is 
expected that quick confirmation of orders will follow this an- 
nouncement. The trade is up to a high pitch in all quarters 
and will be ready to confirm orders for all they can get as soon 
as prices are given out. Prices on spot red Alaska are nominal. 
Up to $1.72% has been paid for small lots. Some lots now due 
from Liverpool might be picked up at $1.60 to $1.70. Other 
grades are firm, with pinks held at goc. to g5c. here. 


Oysters.—A better interest in 1910 pack has developed 
and some sales have been made recently at full figures.

San Francisco, Cal., August 20, 1910. 

Advertising Canned Goods.— The advertising of canned 
goods is occupying the attention of packers in general to a greater 
degree at the present time than ever before. Formerly the ad- 
vertising game was looked upon as being one where results were 
none too certain, especially in reference to the exploiting of foods, 
and one which could not be commenced only by those possessed 
of extensive capital. These ideas are being gradually exploded, 
and even the smallest packers are commencing to wake up to the 
fact that they are in a position to do something in this line, and 
often can render valuable service to the industry without the ex- 
penditure of a single cent. The letter of “Experience” to Tur 
TRADE in the issue of August 5th recalls to the writer some ex- 
periments made some time ago in the line of securing free write- 
ups of interesting notes in the canning trade. Several short 
articles were prepared for use in country newspapers, these being 
in reference to crop outlooks in certain of the fruit-growing dis- 
tricts where canning fruits are extensively grown. Incorporated 
in these were figures showing the importance of various branches 
of the industry affecting these districts, and of the state of perfec- 
tion to which the art of canning had reached through the use of 
machinery and improved cans. Every editor to whom the arti- 
cles were submitted readily accepted them, and one offered to 
pay for the article submitted. These articles were published last 
spring in country papers having a circulation of perhaps an aver- 
age of three thousand. ‘This publicity in itself would have amply 
repaid any packer for the little time required in preparing the 
reading matter, but it seemed that its field was not that limited. 
A farming paper with a much larger circulation secured one of 


the articles, possibly through an exchange of papers, and it was 
reprinted, and a press clipping service also used it in sending a 
mimeograph copy of the clipping to its customers interested in 
news of this character, principally newspapers. The suggestion 
to have the secretary of the National Canners’ Association pre- 
pare a form of readable article, to be altered and added to, to suit 
local conditions, and to mail these to packers all over the country, 
is a splendid one, but in the meantime why not try the propo- 
sition yourself,

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Peaches and Apricots.— G@ool weather has succeeded the 
excessive hot wave in the Sacramento and San Joaquin Valleys, 
and the ripening of fruit is not so rapid as it was ten days ago, 
when the pack promised to be seriously curtailed by the rapid 
manner in which it ripened. The pack of freestone peaches has 
been about completed in most sections, the season being from one 
to two weeks earlier than usual, and operations are now under 
way on clingstones. Peaches will be about the only variety of 
fruit packed in California this season where unnatural conditions 
have not prevailed. The cherry and apricot crop was short, and 
outside interests ran. the prices up to much larger figures than 
canners had planned on paying for stock when opening prices 
were named, and the same may be said of pears. Peaches, how- 
ever, are in large supply, and growers have been so desirous of 
disposing of as much of their crop in the green state that prices 
are really lower than they were when the season opened. This is 
especially true in regard to freestones. However, there has been 
no serious break in prices, but canners have taken advantage of 
the situation to secure a better selection of fruit. 

Pears Withdrawn.— The California Fruit Canners’ Asso- 


ciation has withdrawn prices on the following grades of Bartlett 
pears: No. 2% and No. 8 Standard and No. 2% water and 


No. 2% pie peeled. 
Foreign Affairs. — On August 23d a large delegation of 
business men of the Coast, representing various commercial or- 


ganizations, will sail from this port on the Korea for China as. 


delegates to a meeting of Associated Chambers of Commerce at 
Shanghai. A large quantity of California canned fruits and pre- 
serves is to be taken along to be distributed among the representa- 
tives of twenty-four Chambers of Commerce in the Flowery 
Kingdom. 

The North American Mercantile Company is preparing to 
introduce Japanese canned goods into this country on a large 
scale. The concern, which was recently formed, has been incor- 


porated and has established headquarters at 318 Front ‘street. 
Crab meat and various kinds of fish wll be the principal lines 
carried, and some extensive accounts were secured a year ago 
when K. Kamikawa went to Japan to look after business inter- 
ests. On July 26th T. Domoto, president of the company, and 
Treasurer Komada sailed for that country to look after the 
island end of the business. 

Salmon News.— The pack of sockeye salmon on Puget 
Sound to date this season is about 190,000 cases, with the run of 
fish about at an end. By the time all of the plants are closed it 


is believed that the pack will reach 200,000 cases. This is the 


largest sockeye salmon pack made during a “lean” year since 
1902. Advices received from Vancouver indicate that the pack 
on the Fraser river has been about equal to that on the Puget 
Sound, and canners expect to have a total of about 200,000 cases 
at the end of the season. The entire pack has already been sold 
subject to approval of opening prices, which are expected this 
week. Some small lots of new spot goods have changed hands 
at $1.60 and $1.65. The sockeye pack in 1903 on the Sound 
was 339,556 cases, and in 1906, the best “lean” year since then, 
it waS 182,241 cases. 

Reports continue to come from the Bristol Bay district, 
Alaska, that the pack there, as well as at Karluk and Uyak, 
Kodiak Island, will fall short of the average. Local packers fig- 
ure that the output will be about 25 per cent. less than it was 
last season. 

The situation in the canned salmon market at present is one 
that has no parallel in recent years. . Last year the pack of sal- 
mon and the carry-over amounted to fully 6,000,000, but this 
is practically all gone and there is an urgent demand for the 
present season’s pack. This year the supply will be fully one- 
third less than it was last season, and the demand is stronger 


than ever before. This is one of the few cases where the demand.

ment in the future. It is not to be expected that the pack of 
high-grade salmon can be increased in the near future, if ever, and 
the question that confronts the wholesale trade is how to divert 
a portion of their trade to less expensive grades. 


The first shipment of canned salmon from the Orca cannery 
arrived at Seattle on August 13. 

Capt. A. T. Thompson, who was sent North this season by 
the Alaska Packers’ Association to investigate the advisability of 
establishing a cannery on the Yukon river, has returned and will 
report against the proposition, as he found hardly any salmon 
running. 

N. and R. Lindenberger, salmon packers, of Astoria, Ore., 
are in San Francisco at the present time. 

Pier 36 is being prepared for the use of the salmon carriers 
that will make their appearance in San Francisco Bay within a 
short time from the Alaskan canneries. 

The Pacific Fisheries Company has been incorporated at 
Aberdeén, Wash., with G. P. Halferty, D. J. Halferty and James 
W. Parks as the leading owners, and a canning plant may be 
made ready for the fall run of salmon. The cannery will be 
operated in conjunction with the clam cannery operated by the 
Seabeach Packing Company. The plant will be used for packing 
clams in the spring and for fish at other seasons of the year. 

July shipments of canned salmon from San Francisco by sea 
were 8,830 cases, as compared with 3,496 cases during the cor- 
responding period in 1909.

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Special Meeting of Canned Goods Exchange. 


As announced in our issue of August 12th, the Canned 
Goods Exchange of Baltimore held a special meeting in the Hotel 
Rennert, Friday evening, August 19th, for the purpose of further 
discussing the adoption of a standard for canned tomatoes. 


This meeting was scheduled for 8.30 o’clock, and at that time 
a fair number had made their appearance and proceeded to one 
of the special meeting rooms of the hotel. At 8.45 President 
Gibbs called for silence and announced the purpose of the meet- 
ing. 

After Secretary Assau had read the definition of the stand- 
ard, as submitted by the special committee, Mr. Strasbaugh, as 
chairman of that committee, promptly explained why and how 
the definition had been arrived at, and pointed out some of the 
difficulties of the committee. He referred to the editorial in Tur 
TRADE, issue of August 12th, and said he thought it very much 
to the point, and interesting to all concerned. 

This meeting was pretty much the same as that held on the 
9th inst., except that more time was given to the discussion, the 
attendance was larger, and much more interest was shown. There 
was not a dull moment during the two hours, and many good, 
strong arguments were offered in favor of, as well as against, the 
adoption of the definition. 

It finally resulted, however, in the adjournment of the meet- 
ing without final action being taken. No standard was adopted 
and the matter was postponed until the next regular meeting of 
the Exchange, which takes place September 13th. This move 
was decided upon by vote. There were many who thought the 
definition should be accepted, but the majority felt that any action 
on the part of the Exchange would be quickly followed by the 
Government, and possibly by other associations of canners, hence 
it was thought better to go slowly, but surely, and endeavor to 


adopt a standard that can be lived up to by practically everybody 
concerned, and that cannot be used as a weapon in the hands of 
some possible enemy. 


The basis on which all present standards for tomatoes are 
based was not well thought of by members at this meeting—that 
is, the net weight of solids. After tomatoes have been shipped 
great distances the contents will be less solid than when first 
packed, and buyers and government inspectors invariably inspect 
the goods at such times. If the cans were supposed to contain 
19 ounces of solid meat when packed, they would be expected 
to show 19 ounces when drained on the screen at point of desti- 
nation, which they will not do. For this reason some other basis 
is desired. Mr. Orem suggested that “measure” be considered. 
In fact, he said, consider the subject from every point of view, 
but continue to work until a standard had been declared. 

And the meeting adjourned at 10.45 with that intention—to 
work until a satisfactory definition had been arrived at.

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Dried Tomatoes the Latest. 


That the dried vegetable industry is receiving increased at- 
tention is evidenced by the perfecting of a process to successfully 
dry the tomato. ‘This has been accomplished by Otto Schioen, 
of Naples, Italy, and is patented in most civilized countries. 

Stated in his own words as they appear in the letters patent, 
the process is as follows: 

“For the purpose oi preserving tomatoes in the condition of a 
puree or sauce, it has hitherto been the practice to pack them in air 
tight cans, jars or bottles. This method, however, is attended by 
drawbacks. In the first place, the percentage of actual tomatoes in 
such a vessel is extremely small in comparison with the gross weight 
of the canned or bottled preserve. For instance, a can of tomatoes 
weighing 400 grams contains only about 60 grams of tomatoes, there 
being about 260 grams of water, while the can itself weighs say 80 
grams. Thus in such a can there is in reality only about 15 per cent 
of tomatoes. Then again, when once the can has been opened, the 
contents must be consumed within a short period, as the tomato puree 
does not keep when the air has access to it. The attempts which have 
been made to preserve tomato puree by the addition of salicylic acid 
have not proved successful, since the percentage of salicylic acid nec- 
essary for effective preservation exceeds the quantity permitted by the 
sanitary authorities of most countries. 

“My invention relates to the preparation of a dry pulverized or 
otherwise comminuted mass of tomatoes, which can be used either in 
such comminuted state or pressed into tablets, or bars, or some other 
convenient shape. 


“Owing to complete drying (air dry) the product will keep with- 
out the aid of salicylic acid, or any other preservative whatever, and 
furthermore, presents the advantage for the consumer that. it can be 
used in small quantities at a time. The taste of product is unaltered 
and even excels that of tomato puree, the delicate flavor of ‘which 
becomes ultimately effected by long contact with the walls of the can. 

“In preparing my improved product I proceed as follows: Fresh 
tomatoes are washed, and any stalks or the like removed, whereupon 
they are sliced or pounded in a suitable machine. The mixture of 
liquid, pulp, skins and seeds which runs off is then boiled in a vessel 


for about an hour. If the boiler is exposed to direct fire the mass 
must be stirred, a mechanical agitator being preferably provided for 
the purpose. If the heating is effected by means of steam pipes con- 
ducted below the boiler, the temperature of the steam should not be 
allowed to rise much over 100 degrees centigrade. Tne purpose of the 
boiling is to facilitate subsequent sieving. It may be postponed until 
after the sieving, but should not be omitted, if a really delicateiy fiav- 
ored product is desired; for a puree which is evaporated solely in a 
vacuum is not truly palatable. Tomatoes should be boiled for about 
half an hour at considerable temperature with access of air, in order 
to produce that chemical change which renders them thoroughly pleas- 
ant to the palate. The mass is then (or directly after comminution) 
rubbed through a fine sieve (say 14 mm. mesh), so that seeds and 
fruit skins remain behind, the pulp passing through ‘in a finely divid- 
ed state with juice. This watery paste, which may contain some 95 
per cent water, is then evaporated and dried in suitable vessels, trays, 
drums, chambers or the like; ‘in vacuo,’ at a low temperature, to the 
exclusion of air. In order to obtain a good producti, resembling the 
fresh fruit in color and flavor, it is necessary, especially in the latter 
stages of drying, to keep down the temperature as far as possible, 
and at all events not to exceed 50 degrees centigrade. At the com- 
mencement, therefore, so long as the amount of weter in the product 
is large, the temperature of the water bath may be kept at about 20 
degrees centigrade above the boiling point of the liquid ‘invacuo’ (but 
not over 50 degrees centigrade) and the temperatures subsequently 
diminished for complete drying. The first part of the drying is best 
carried out in vacuum evaporators until the mass is so thick that it 
only contains about 40 per cent. water. The product is then spread on 
trays and completely dried in vacuum chambers. 

“As the tomato is rich in vegetable gliadin and is also hygroscopic, 
it is not possible, when the proper temperatures are observed for re- 
tention of the flavor and color by spreading out on trays, to so far dry 
the mass as to render it capable of being ground. For a high tem- 
perature would have to be employed, which, however, would 
spoil the flavor of the pasty mass. In order to dry the 
palatable product till capable of being ground it is requisite to draw 
out the paste, containing about 40 per cent. water, into fine threads 
or thin strips, and to distribute it in this form over the trays. For 
this purpose, for instance, a cylinder press may be used, the bottom

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EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Peas are peas, this year, if you please; and they cannot be 
made better than Nature produced them ; and yet some seem to 
expect the pea packers to perform this miracle. 

This has always struck us as one of the strangest freaks of 
Nature—we mean the demands consumers make of canned 
goods, regardless of the seasons. For instance, any or every 
housewife will buy red, pink, overripe and under ripe tomatoes 
from her huckster—and think nothing of these natural varia- 
tions! In fact she expects to see such variations in all fruits 
and vegetables. 


But when she buys a can of tomatoes, every piece of tomato 
in the can must be absolutely perfect—ro room for ‘‘natural 
variations’ there. There must not be no green parts; no pink 
and red tomatoes mixed together, but all must be of a uniform 
color—and a good color at that. She knows that canned goods 
are packed from the same kind of garden produce she buys in 
the market or from the huckster, but her demands are 
unchanged. 


In the present difficulty regarding peas, the canners are 
helpless. They could not pack other grades than Nature pro- 
duced. There is certainly no one to say the canners would not 
take the better grades of peas—all know they could not get 
them because Nature dii not produce them—at least in sufficient 
quantities to supply the market or to fill the orders they took 
before packing. 


Some of the corn packers are having a difficulty very simi- 
lar to this—the year is not a corn year in most sections, and 


because of this the ears are smaller and not well filled out—the 
corn is not up to its usual standard. But the corn packers will 
have to make up for what Nature did not do—they will be com- 
pelled to produce standards. If they do not there will be 
grand kick from buyers and consumers. 


And so the canned goods packer is placed in the position of 
an adiuster or correcter of Nature’s faults! A rather uncom- 
fortable position to say the least. 

When we con ider to what a great extent the canners can 
and do overcome the deficiencies of Nature, in their finished 
products—and that without resorting to any artificial means— 
they deserve a great deal of credit. When the canner finds 
Nature slighting her work, he at once commences to give more 
attention to his goods, tothe end that by selection and extra 
careful handling the goods in the can are made to appear perfect. 


At times some of our best canners grow discouraged 
because their efforts along these lines do not seem to have proper 
recognition. But they should not be deceived by this apparent 
indifference on the part of consumers, for their good work is 
having its effect. If the people were not well satisfied with the 
good goods they would scon complain. The fact is they do not 
complain of the good goods; they go right along eating more 
and more of them every year; andthetime is not far distant 
when the canner will come into his own, because of his good 
work. Good deeds live forever—and good canning is always 
in demand. 


No one, however, unfamiliar with the real stress and worry 
inside the canning factory can realize what the conscientious 
canner goes through with in his efforts to live up to his ideal. 

But in this very work—in these efforts—he is making him- 
self a better man. He is true to himself and knows that he has 
done all humanly possi le to do, even if he does not always get 
the full measure of his reward. 


Often the packers are taken to task for over packing some 
one of the articles, by the ‘‘after-wise fellows,’’ the ones who 
say ‘‘I told you so!’’ We have had called to our attention a 
very good cause for these over indulgencies of the packers. 

If there is even the smallest boom in any article, immedi- 
ately the brokers in every section ‘‘get busy’’ with their mimeo- 
graphs, getting out flattering letters of possible high prices to 
be gotten for that article. These letters read about like this: 
‘‘Gentlemen:—We have offers in hand for large blocks of 
at (about roc. above the ruling market price) and we write 
to know if you will have any to offer. Wecan market this for 
you promptly, and at the market price this article shows a good 
profi:. Would be glad to hear from you at once.’’ 

Dozens of these letters are received by all packers from 
every section. The result is the canner comes to the conclusion 
that that article is going to be worth big money ; and without 
ever writing to have ‘‘a large block’’ of the goods confirmed on 
a boni fide order, he lays his plans to get up a good, big pack of 
the article in question. 


Now this would be all right were he the only pa.ker so 
thinking and so planning, but the trouble is hundreds of others 
have gotten these circular letters and go in on the deal in the 
same way. 

This is at present being done with apples. We don’t know 
just what the results will be, but the canner should consider 
these things well before acting on them. After knowledge is 
costly in such instances.

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The Proposed Advance in Freight Rates. 


Eastern railroads have made application to the Interstate 
Commerce Commission for the right to advance freight rates, 
and it was hoped by the railroads that the advance would take 
effect November 1, 1910. 

Secretary Frank FE. Gorrell, of the National Canners’ Asso- 
ciation, has entered a protest against such action on the part of 
the railroads, and the following correspondence will prove of in- 
terest to members of the National Canners’ Association, and our 
readers :

Gentlemen—By direction of President Sears, I desire to enter a 
protest against the contemplated advancement in freight rates until 
the opening of 1911. An advance before that time wiil seriously 
affect the canning industry, as contracts for sales have all been made 
on the basis of present freight rates.

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In reference to the same subject we give below an Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch which appeared in the Baltimore Star of 
August 15th: 

New York, August 15.—The Interstate Commerce Commission 
hearing on the application of Eastern railroads to advance nearly all 
freight rates, which was set to begin in New York this morning, was 
postponed until September 7, at 10 A.M. 


The delay was occasioned by the fact that the attorneys repre- 
senting the railroads had been unable to complete their preliminary 
work. The government and the shippers’ associations represented 
did not oppose the postponement. 

The proposed tariff increases will amount, it is said, to more than 
$500,000,000 annually. The advance is distributed among 413 trans- 
portation lines. The increases were to have been effective Novem- 
ber 1, but were voluntarily withdrawn by the railroads, pending the 
passage of the recently enacted railroad rate bill and the investiga- 
tion by the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

The hearings are to be held in the Custom House in New York 
and to be conducted by J. N. Brown, chief examiner of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. All the railroads in the East will be repre- 
sented by their leading counsel, as will the various shippers’ associa- 
tions and the Interstate Commerce Commission. 

Under a ruling by the Commission, the burden of proof that the 
advance is necessary will rest on the railroads, which will therefore 
first present their side of the case. 


Secretary Gorrell is anxious to be in a position to fight the 
advance when the proper time comes, and will be glad if the 
readers of THE TRADE will send in to him all such information 
regarding this subject, that may help him to make his argument 
stronger and thus influence the Interstate Commere Commission. 


Chicago, Ill.—The Shepard Strassheim Co. has leased the 
building at 668 and 670 Randolph street, and a new building at 
664 and 666 Randolph street for a period of sixteen years at an 
annual rent of $18,000, or $298,500 for the term. A wholesale 
grocery business will probably be conducted there by the firm.

of which has a perforated plate (the holes not being over 1mm. in 
diameter). Below this press the drying trays are pushed and thus 
filled with threads. The method of spreading the paste over the trays 
would also be attended by the drawback that the dry paste would stick 
so firmly to the trays by reason of the high percentage of gliadin 
that it would have to be chipped off with chisels. This would great- 
ly impede, if not wholly obstruct, wholesale manufacture for the chip- 
ping would have to proceed very rapidly, otherwise wie hydroscopic 
paste would again absorb so much moisture from the air that it would 
no longer be capable of being ground. These conditions could be ful- 
filled without much waste of material and great outlay of labor. 
When drawn into fine threads the paste only adheres ai a few places, 
and the entire mass can be removed by a jerk from the trays. 

“In the last stages of drying it would appear advantageous, in 
order to accelerate the process, to admit a little air. As tne oxygen, 
during prolonged action on the warmed mass, causes changes, result- 
ing in darkening and change of the flavor, it is well to employ air 
freed from oxygen, or carbonic acid, etc. For this purpose very small 
quantities of air, etc., are sufficient, whose admission only alters the 
vacuum by a few millimeters, so that also the evaporation temperature 
of the vacuum is only altered by a small amount. The drying is con- 
tinued until the product is capable of being ground. At the same time, 
it must be remembered that the product is very hygroscopic, and when 
exposed to moist air loses its capability of being ground. It should 
therefore, be ground immediately after cooling, or should be protected 
in suitable vessels or chambers from any considerable changes of air 
and humidity. This is best done in ball mills. Iron ball mills cannot 
be employed, as a product produced in such would give a very dark 
sauce, the tastes of which also would be effected. The ball mills must 
also be arranged that drums and balls can be taken out and cleaned 
as owing to the hygroscopic character of the product, it cannot be 
prevented that after several changes balls and interior become sticky, 
wher2by the capacity of the mill is greatly effected. Otherwise the 
product is wholly or partly ground; for the subsequent rapid dissolv- 
ing in hot water, it is not absolutely necessary to grind the product in 
the full sense of the word, it being sufficient to comminute or reduce 


it in any suitable machine to cakes or grains of about Imm. in size. 


If the product is brought upon the market in pulverized condition 
it may be packed in a paper bag. It will, however, probably be more

convenient to press the product (dry pressure) into tablets or bars 
of a definite weight. The pressing should be done in such manner 
that the tablets are sufficiently firm in order to admit of transport, 
etc., but at the same time allow of their being readily rubbed down 
with the fingers, so that when the preparation is added to a certain 
quantity of hot water it will quickly produce a uniform thick puree.— 
The Merchants’ Index.

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Concerning the So-called Misbranding by Canners. 


(Editor’s Note.—We are in receipt of the following com- 
munication from Mr. Charles H. Torsch, president of the Torsch 
Packing Company, Baltimore, Md. We make a special article of 
it because it is a subject in which all our readers are interested, 
and too much stress cannot be laid upon the importance of prop- 
erly stenciling the cases, in the defense of which the article is 
written. ) 

The long delayed minority report of the Senate Committee 
on the high cost of living has at last been produced. After a 
careful reading, it will be admitted that there are certain points 
of truth therein. The majority of readers will be unable to inves- 
tigate the statements contained therein. No doubt those who are 
familiar with each particular item discussed, will be able to crit- 
icise the same. 

It is astonishing that this Senate Committee were so igno- 
rant of the true facts when they made the statement charging 
fraud upon packers of canned goods who reduced the weight or 
contents of packages from 20 to 50 per cent and that some had 
been convicted in Western States for selling canned corn of less 
weight than marked on the package. This statement in the re- 
port is totally false. The situation can be explained as follows: 

For probably 50 years can manufacturers have been in the 
habit of making three sizes of cans. They were designated as 
Itb., 2tb., 3tb. How this designation came about is uncertain, 
but it has been recognized during all that period as purely a 
method of distinguishing the sizes. In all that time there never 
has been a sale made of canned goods based on the contents of 
those cans being recognized as containing 16 ounces, 32 ounces, 
and 48 ounces. It is impossible with some articles to get more 
than 6 ounces in a can. The contents in weight has never been 
put on the labels. Neither have the labels had the designation 
Ith., 2tb.. or 3th. It is true that the empty cases have had a 
stencil in one corner of 1fb., 2tb., and 3tb., This however has 
always been.done simply to differentiate between the three sizes 
of cases. It is well known that in the English language many 
terms are used which are misnomers, but from that the real mean- 
ing of the word is practically discarded, therefore most people 
continue to use those words to express some other idea which that 
word assists in making clear. There are an immense number of 
slang words used in just the very same way. So it is purely what 
might be called an accident of language which grew up in the 
canned goods business. 

The next point in this matter is that the Pure Food Law was 
enacted in 1906. One of the provisions of that Law was that if 
the contents of cans is stated, it must be correct. Attention 
was called by the trade organizations at once to this misnomer on 
the empty cases. Whilst it is true the retailer broke up the empty 
case and put the 24 cans on his shelf, and therefore the consumer 
was never imposed upon by the empty case, yet it was conceded 
that even such an empty case should not be branded 1tb., 2tb., or 
3tb. There immediately arose the practice among the can mak- 
ers to designate the cans as No. 1, No. 2 and No. 3. All packers 
immediately adopted the suggestion and the cases were stenciled 
1, 2 and 3, instead of Itb., 2tb., or 3tb. 

As mentioned before, in all these 50 years, it was never sug- 
gested or thought by any human being that there had been any 
imposition upon the public as to the contents of the cans, as a 
matter of fact there was not. Whilst the canners generally acted 
immediately upon this suggestion, yet there were some country 
canners at remote points whose attention had not been called to 
this. They had old stencils and still used them. The conse- 
quence was that the Government took action against those few 
canners who were subjected to fines for this unintentional viola- 
tion of the Pure Food Law, purely technical, not real. It was 


especially so with packers of corn as stated by the Committee, but 
those cans of corn have never been sold by the weight of the can, 
but the cans are almost always filled to the top, and the consum- 
er who bought a can of corn had always opened it, and found 
that he or she had not been imposed upon in regard to the weight 
of the corn. Probably no housekeeper ever asked a dealer what 
was the weight of the contents of any can. 


There are some other goods put into cans which are not pue 
up full, but at a price’so that after all freights are paid, this 
article can be retailed for 5 or 10 cents. As these pieces of money 
are the coinage of the country, it has been most natural for all 
manufacturers to produce articles which can be retailed with a 
profit to the retailer and sold at 5 cents, 10 cents or 25 cents. At 
the same time every purchaser who pays 10 cents is not deceived, 
because he gets his money’s worth and is able to buy these arti- 
cles for a price which his purse permits. 

This paper is not intended as a defense of packing canned 
goods slack-filled. It would be far better if there were no arti- 
cles put up in slack-filled cans. The trade has sought for some 
years to introduce this reform. At the same time there has been 
no criminal action to rob the purchaser. That is impossible, and 
the competition between all wholesalers. and all retailers always 
results in the ultimate consumer obtaining the article, which he 
purchases, at a very low price. : 

When the fact is remembered that canned goods packers do 
not get any protection from the Tariff whatever, and when it is 
also remembered that canned goods have been sold so long at the 
lowest prices of any articles of food consumption, it is remarkable 
that Senator Johnson and his Committee should openly make 
this attack upon the business, which is based upon absolutely 
false information and which has no foundation in fact. It is to 
be hoped that canners throughout the cguntry will denounce this 
attack upon our business as most unjustifiable. If the Committee 
had written to any trade organization they could easily have ob- 
tained the true facts upon the subject. But to rush into such a 
violent attack, simply indicates the recklessness of public men 
and their unfitness to I¢gislate for the people.
